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Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended the claims to recite 
"peak" levels of CK-MB Applicant argues that the Fitch reference does not anticipate the claimed invention because Fitch does not 
relate prophylactic anti-inflammatory treatment with prevention of post-operative myocardial infarctions and because Fitch does not 
measure peak levels of CK-MB. However, Applicant's amendment and arguments fail to distinguish the claimed invention from the 
teachinqs of Fitch The "peak CK-MB levels" in nanograms/ml are measurements made post-operatively, while the anti-inflammatory 
administration, as a prophylactic treatment, occurs pre-operatively. Both the instant specification and Fitch teach the prophylactic 
administration' of anti-inflammatory agent. Post-operatively, Fitch measures CK-MB lelvels in I.U. and quantifies myocardial damage. 
The mere fact that Fitch measures different parameters post-operatively than the instant inventors does not change the fact that the 
method of the instantly claimed invention and that of Fitch are the same, pre-operative administration of an anti-inflammatory compound. 
Measurement or observation of a different post-operative benefit does not confer patentability, but merely constitutes further 
characterization of an otherwise old method . 
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
